In its review of a book called ‘ Greater 
Russia,” by Wirt Gerrare, the “ Spectator” 
of the 2nd of May says:— 

“By far the most remarkable thing in 
this book is the author's narrative of his 
journey in disguise through Manchuria, 
from whose frontier all Englishmen aro 
sedulously turned back by the Russian 
administration. Mr. Gerrare and his 
camera, by the exercise of much tact and 
still more boldness, got through. He saw 
enough to convince him that the Russian 
talk about evacuation is mere dust thrown 
in the eyes of Europe. Still more import- 
ant was his di-covery of a hitherto unknown 
strategie railway which the Russian engi- 
neers have laid from a point near Khailar, 
on the Siberian Railway, to Dolon-Nor and 
Kalgan, within sixty miles of Peking. A 
glance ata map will show that, with this 
ine in use as a military railway, Peking 
might be held between Kalgan and Port 

rthur like a nut in a pair of autcrackers 
if Russia had sufficient men on the spot; 
but this, we admit, is avery big ‘if’ Mr. 
Gerrare was not able to follow the line up 
to its present rail-head, but he satisfied 
himself that it was a’ serious factor in 
Russia's military relation to the Chinese 
Empire, whose value, as he says, ‘is on- 
hanced ‘by the fact that its whereabouts 
is unknown, and its very existence doubt- 
ed Such a step in Russias * conquest by 
railway? was well worth running risk to dis- 
cover. Mr. Gerrare’s work is very useful, 
and does credit alike to his resourceful wit 
and his fluent pen.”

A Marsritues correspondent says that 
all hope for the safety of the steamship 
Bambara has now been abandoned. She 
left on her first voyage, bound for Dakar 
and other West African ports, on March 28 
with a general cargo and fifty tons of gun- 
powder. An Italian steamship, the Nina, 
which arrived the day after, reported having 
seen an immense flame and heard a 
tremendous explosion in mid-Mediter- 
ranean, which the captain attributed to a 
subterranean explosion, Some anxiety was 
felt at the time, as the Bambara should 
have been about where the explosion was 
seen. Now, as she has not reported at 
Gibraltar, and, furthermore, has not arrived 
at her destination, the doubts have unfor- 
tunately become a certainty, and no further 
hope of her safety is entertained by her 
owners, La Compagnie Frangaiso de PAfri- 
que Occidentule.—“ Times of India. 

‘Tue Berlin correspondent of the “Econo- 
mist” writes to that paper on tho 16th of 
April last:— 

German shipbuilding companies did 
better in 1902 than could have been ex- 
pected, in view of the changed condi ions 
prevailing in the occan freight markets, 
and the consequent decline in new orders 
for ships. The Vulkan Company of Stettin, 
the largest of German companies, has just 
annouticed a dividend of 14 per cont, 
which is thesameamount as for 1901. ‘The 
Howaldt Works of Kiel has recently held 
its annual meeting for the year ended 
September 30, 1902, and declared a divi. 
dend of 5 per cent, against 8 for the pre- 
vious year. Including one large steamer 
not yet entirely finished, the comjany’s out- 
put for the year reached £518,600, against 
£394,100 in 1901, and it has on hand con- 
tracts amounting to £450,000. It was 
stated at the general meeting that the de- 
mand for new vessels has remained active, 
and that plans and specifications already 
offered, or about to be offered, to all the 
German yards, foot up to about £4,000,0100 
in value. The Neptune Company of Rostock 
distributes 9 per cent, which ix the same 
as for 1901. The Tecklenborg Shipyard of 
Bremerhaven pays 12 percent., against 20 
percent, and reports orders on hand sufli- 
cient to keep it busy for the rest of the 
year. The capital will be increased by 
£25,000,tin order to enlarge and improve 
the plant.

has during the past few weeks done this 
region a real service in establishing a 
regular_and efficient service from Nan- 
king. The year before last when forcig- 
ners first came here to live there was no 
regular service of any kind and they were 
forced to employ their own carriers. Last 
spring the Wulm post-office began to 
extend its branches to most of the towns 
in the northern part of the province and 
one of the routes terminated here. How- 
ever, it took a length of time varying 
from twelve to twenty days to get a let- 
ter through from Wuhu and the usefulness 
of the service was limited. Recently this 
part of the province has been taken over 
by the Nanking office, the carriers start- 
ing from P‘ukow opposite Hsiakuan and 
leaving mail at Chuchou, Chibho, Feng- 
yangfu and Linghuaikuan. We ‘receive 
two mails a week and they are only five 
or six days in transit. We hear that the 
route is soon to be extended up the Ko 
River through Mengehen and Koyang to 
Pohchou, just this side of the Honan 
ade route to Ka 
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ss of the People. 
Since settling here we have been agree- 
surpr cith the courtesy with 
which we have been treated and the free. 
dom from unpleasantness and insult. Of

Chamberlain's policy, which he be- 
lieved would be detrimental both to 
England and her colonies. He justified 
the imposition of the Corn Tax in a 
time of emergency, to be repealed 
when prospects were brighter. 

‘The Ministers who have spoken on 
the subject of preferential tariffs 
clearly stated that they spoke only 
for themselves, and not for the 
Government. 

Mr. Chaplin ascribed the situation 
to the incapacity of Mr. Ritchie, and 
the inaction of the Cabinet. 

Mr. Balfour and Mr. Chamberlain 
were both absent throughout the 
debate, which was adjourned,

The cost of operation is said 
to be 13d. per mile on average roads; but 
whether this refers to English or Ameri- 
can prices for petrol or gasolene. we are 
not aware. The speed is regulated by 
a series parallel controller such as i 
on electric tram-cars. The wheels have 
heavy solid rubber tyres, and the running 
was steady, being pleasantly free from 
engine vibration.— Engineering.”

Kiun Kang is reported to be seriously ill 
and there are fears that he will not live 
through this month.—An_ epidemic of 
dysentery has attacked the brigade of 
forcign-modelled troops belonging to 
Viceroy Yuan Shih-k'ai's army, com- 
manded by General Chane Hsin. while 
stationed at. the Summer Palace at Wan- 
shoushan acting as a guard to the, Em:

MANCHURIAN 
QUESTION.

The ‘Novoye Vremya” of April 20 
contains a leading article under the above 
heading, of which the following is a 
translation :— 

“Russian ultimatum,” ‘Conditions on 

russia consents to evacuate Man-

sin puts an end to the policy 

‘of the Open Door," “The Powers protest 

against the demands of Russia,” ‘* China 

refuses Russia's ultimatum ;”—these area 

few of the sensational headings which are 

to be found in all the London papers receiv 
ed to night. 

‘Something astounding, uncommon, has 
surely happened to astonish the whole 
world. From all places cries of indignation 
are heard, English newspapers suggest that 
a. hint. begiven to Russia that, &c., &c. 
More fiery organs say that England must 
act more energetically, that the time has 
come for the Anglo-Japanese alliance to 
show that it exists and that it was not con- 
cluded in order to allow the two oars to 
it to remain calm spectatora of the illegal 
actions of Russin. 

God save us! How frightful is all this! 
Rut what is all the row about anyhow? 
What has taken place? About whatdo the 
British orators make such a noise? 

Reuter's agency and the Peking corres- 
pondent of the “Times” explain what is 
the matter, but, iudeiog from theit 
ams the cause of all this excitement is 
ht. It is that the Russian 
Chargé d’Aftaires in Veking presented to 
the Chinese Government an ultimatum in 
which he asked that Government to 
immediately sign a separate treaty with 
regard to Manchuria, a treaty which was 
very unfavourable t» China. 

Tt was lai! down in this ultimatum that 
in case the Chinese Governmont did not 
ign the treaty at onco, Russia would not 
evacuate Manchuria. ‘The treaty which 
Russia asked China to sign consisted of eight 
articles in which it was stipulated that 
China was not to allow any foreigners save 
Russians to obtain a foothol in Manchuria, 
that no new ports were to be opened to 
foreign trade, that the number of foreign

(The “ Novoye Vremya” then goes on to 
summarise the information about the 
Russian demands which bad renchied 


London from Peking and with which 
readers of the ‘Japan Daily Mail” are 
already familiar.—Translator.) 

‘Now we can say with certainty, for we 
derive our knowledge from most trust- 
worthy source, that Russia did not send any 
Ultimatum to the Chinese Government and 
did not request China to sign « new treaty 
about Manchuria as a condition of the 
evacuation of that country. 

All the information therefore, that 
Reuter's agent and the Peking correspon- 
dent of the Times have sent home in this 
1 is fiction, pure and simple

What object then had the English news- 
paper correspondents in the Far East in 
View when they circulated these fantastic 
canards about an ultimatum? 

It is not quite easy to fathom the true 
designs of our friends in the Far East. But 
fortunately they showed their hand once 
before. akong bey bn neem pp 1901, 
the rumour that Russia intended to make 
Manchuria a protectorate was industriously 
circulated, Reuter assisting. Then as now 
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Reuter “gave the world the text of the 
alleged Htusso-Chinese treaty by which the 
terms of that protectorate were to be 
arranged. . 


What are the true facts of what then 
took placo? Tho facts are these. At the 
time this rumour about tho protectorate 
was in circulation, the Russian Govorn- 
ment prepared a draft of a special agree- 
ment with China concerning the evacua- 
tion of Manchuria and also drow up at tho 
‘samo time some temporary regulations the 
object of which was to preserre peace in 
that district and prevent the breaking out 
of any disorders. It was on the founda- 
tion of that arrangément with China for 
the return of Manchuria that the rumours 
to tho effect that Russia wanted to make 
Manchuria a protectorate were based, 
Russia never dreamt of establishing any 
such protectorate but the circulation of 
the Tumour in question prevented the 
conclusion of the said agreement. China 
got into such serious trouble in connection 
with demands that never were made on 
her by us that wo had to abandon nego- 
tations with her on the subject. 

Tt now scems that the same thing is 
going to take place again, 

‘We do not intend to go back on our 
promises regarding the gradual ovacua- 
tion of Manchuria and the transference to 
tho hands of the local authorities of all 
military and civil power; but when the 
transference of a large territory like 
Manchuria is in question some separate 
‘arrangements have got to be considered. 
These arrangements are for the interest 
of both parties. 

But ovidently the peaceful carrying out 
of this programme is not pleasant to those 
who wish to prepare new trouble for us 
in tho Far East. Henco the audacious 
rumour about the ultimatum and the 
protests of tho Great Powers. 


Our enemies are sadly mistaken if 
they think that they can by these 
means foreo Russia from her path. 
Tf obstacles are again placed in our way 
in connection with our evacuation of Man- 
churia we can temporarily postpone this 
eracuation aud quictly await the course 
‘of events.

From the General Otficer, Commanding the

Headquarters, Honekong, 12th May, 1903, 

Sim,—I have tho honour to inform you 
that T have received the Inspection Report 
of tho Shanghai Volunte-rs from Major 
W. A.C. Denny, A.8, C., tho Staff Olticer 
appointed by me to earry out ths duty as 
Twas, to my great regre', unable 10 come 
myself. 

‘Mujor Denny's report is most exhaustive, 
as T instructed him to report very fully on 
many matters of miner de! But the 
summary of his report is altogether satis- 
factory, and highly flattering to the 
Otlicers, Nou-commissioned Olicers snd 
Men of the Corps as « whole, His remarks 
are as follows 


“The discipline of the Corps is ex- 
tremely good, and lowes nothing ty he 
desired. 

‘Too much time fy spent iu mere parade 
movements. More attention and instruc- 
tion should be given to the more practical 
part of soldiering, such as the formation of 
Advanced and rox guards, 
skirmishing, attack and defence, care 
arms nd ammunition, and control of 
and fire discipline. “The absence of 
‘Adjutant who can devote his whole time 
during the training season to these points 
must be much felt ; and the new system

fail to be of great benofit to * 

Captain Wedemeyer, the present 
Adjutant, is a smvrt and most capable 
Otticor ; hut it is impossible for any man 
who has to attend to other business, to be 
able to give that concuntrated atte 
minutio and details, such as is requi 
by the Shanghai Volunteor Corps during 
their short training periot.

Engineer's Dep.rtment and the services of 
the Police, the cnst f such work is con- 
siderable, and the Council is unable to ssne- 
tion its continuance, unless those concerned 
contribute towards the expensrs of ad 
istration by payment of a regular and 
reasonable assessment rate. 

Prior to extension of the Settlement in 
1899, owing to the then restricted resident- 
inl area, many persons were practically 
elled to live beyond the Settlement 
limits and the Ratepayers, recognising this 
necossity, sanctioned arrangements made 
and expenditure iucurred for the benefic 
of ro-idents on the outside roads ; these 
on their side contributed considerable 
cums in recognition of the benefits received. 
At the present date, however, it may fairly 
be said thst whero residents are established 
besond Settlement limits one of the 
principal objects aimed at is exemption 
from Municipal taxation. In such cases 
exemption is evidently @ matter of right 
bat equally evident is the liability of those 

j it to make for themselves the 
sanitary, protective,and other arrangements 
which ‘within the Settlement arc under- 
taken by the Council. For instance it 
cannot be admitted that persons whose 
residene~s aro beyond limits, and who make 
no contribution to Municipal funds in 
resect to those residences should claim 
the rssistenco of the Municipsl Tol: 
cither for the det-ction and prevention of 
crime or for the prosecution of offenders.
